Within the past several days there 
have been many complaints filed with 
Juvenile Judge H. P. Purnell that a 
large number of small boys have been 
seen on the streets in MayaTille 
amoknng cigarettes. These lada are 
entirely too young to procur cigar- 
ettes from dealers under the law but 
they are rather bold In their smoking 
and when the mnltnr Is mentioned to 
them they become very insulting In 
their remarks. 

So general has become the com- 
plaint that Judge Purnell has ordered 
an investigation into how the small 
boys are sccurini; these cigarettes. It 
Is learned that the merchants In Mays- 
vllle are obeying the law very strict- 
ly and that no boys under the legal 
age are allowed to pnrohaae smokes 
In the local stores. The manner in 
which the small boys procure thoir ci- 
garettes has been discovered. They 
Klve their money to older boys who go 
to the stores and purchase the ci- 
garettes and itor Oielr trouble receive 
a part of the package. 

Judge Purhell Saturday Issued a 
warning to these older boys who are 
thus procuring cigarettes for boys no 
more than ten years of age that they 
will be arrested and severely punish- 
ed if it ie learned that they continue 
this plan. Judge Purnell has decided 
that the practise of small boys smok- 
ing cigarettes on the streets of Mays- 
vllle must be broken up and the offlc- 
ers have been given instructions to 
carefully watch this matter.

"A double object is announced in two bflla now before- Con- 
gWM," says a writer in the New York Times, "—to restrict immigrk- 
tion uid to keep out tlie Bolthevista. The flnt effect, of course, can 
be attained to any desired degree by the passage and enforcement 
of exclusion laws, but it is hard toUee how the entrance of Bolshe- 
vists can be prevented otherwise than by an absolate shutting off 
of arrivals from abroad. 

"Bolshevism is a state of mind. It is not peculiar to. any class 
or race, as is shown only too plainly by its appearance here among 
odnoated men of the old strains supposed to be safest from such stu 
j>\'i and harmful illnsions. And certainly Bolshevism cannot be bur- 
red by asking each arriving immigrant if he is a Bolshevist or not 
ajid letting him in or sending him away according to his answer, 
negative or affirmative. The Bolshevist conscience reeoils from lying 
no iQore than from theft or murder. 

For att^Jining this second pilTpottrtherefore, as for many others 
Nprobablr jpiore important, real exclusion, very carefully (nialified in 
ttiVQi^M comparatively few individuals needed here or especially 
worthy of admission, seems to be the only means. The situation con- 
fronting the country is quite without precedent, and all, or or almost 
' all, of the old arguments in |avor of the opeh door to immigrants not 
criminals or incapable of self-support have been at least much weak- 
ened. 

The ehief problem for solution is that of returning to nprmal 
industry something over 2,000,000 men who have been in uniform, 
and it is not desirable to have that problem complicated by the ar- 
rival at our ports in great numbers of men whose chief ambition is 
to avoid paying their share of the taxes and indemnities that are 
to be imposed on the Central Empires and their vassal States. 



It is generally estimated and is undoubtedly true that stocks of 
goods in the country are only 50|Per cent, of normal.

To 
bring stocks up topormal and supply current demand will require 
a year or two, and perhaps more.

The release of labor and material 
inoident to the demobilisation ot our 
army and the alowfaig <Iown of the 
raanufaotnre of war supplies, offers a 
golden opportunity for a program of 
road building more extensive than 
any in which the country has ever 
engaged.

During my recent mlsstoh in 
France, aa I traveled hour after hour 
over roads which were maintained In 
perfect condition almost iiji to I he 
front-line trenches, I could not help 
but c^faiStfe what IMaee was doing 
even In the nddst ot war, to the al- 
most acaHdaloua U^dltference which 
rtur country. In time of peace as In 
time of war, has shown toward the 
road question. I cannot help but feol 
that all of our soldiers when they re- 
turn from France will demand that 



our roads be brought up to the 
French atandard. 
Let us anticipate that demand. Let 

every township, every county, every 
state, let our national government, be- 
gin to plan this very day to build 
roada adapted to tbe traffic of today 
and tomorrtiW. I heed not argue the 
economic questions Involved. That 
good roads soon pay for themselves 
many times over Is known to every 
community which has made invest- 
ments in this direction. 

We have done, our share to make 
the Seas safe for the commerce of the 
world. Let us now turn some of our 
energies, released from warm to the 
lufik of making our highways sftfe and 
practicable for our Internal com- 
merce.

way races and later to smash all the 
old dirt track records, his friends be- 
gan to take notice.

TIXT OF THE FSMBAL FBOHI- 
BITIOK AMKHDMIKT 

The prohibition amendment resolu- 
tion passed by Congress provides that 
ratification shall be by "the Leglsgla- 
turos of the several Statea aa pro- 
vided by 'the odnatltntioiL'' The reso- 
lution follows: 

"Resolved, By the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States of America In Congress assem- 
bled (two-thirds of each House con- 
curring therein), that the following 
amendment to the ooottH^tlon be, and 
hereby is, proposed to the Statea, to 
become valid as a part of the consti- 
tution when ratified by the legisla- 
tures of the several States as provided 
by the constitution: 

"Article 1— After one year from the 
ratlileatlon of' this artleio tte maaii- 
factnre, sale or transportation of in- 
toxicating liquors within, the Impor-i 
tation thereof the exportation 
thereof or the exportation thereof 
from the United States and all terri- 
tory lahjeot to the JnrMMloa there- 
of for hevanae porpeaee la hereby 
prohibited.

New Toll Rates 

Effective 
January 21st, 1919 

Order No. 2496 of the . '^~pv 
and Telegrpba Adminlstratidki" issued 
by the Poet Miaater General at Wash- 
ington l)ecember Uth, a new toll rate 
is ordered effective January 21, 1916. 

According to our Interpretation of 
this order the toll rate will be claasl- 
lled as follows: 

The day rate applies between the 
hour of 4:30 a. m. and 8:30 p. m. 
Evening rate between 8:30 p. m. and 
12 midnight for statlon-to-station 
messages only, anj shall be approxi- 
mately 50 per cent, less than the day 
rate, but no night ratea less than 26- 
cents. 

The'niight rate bewteen 12 midnight 
and 4:30 a. m. slmll be approximately 
75 per cent less than the day rate, 
but no night rate less thna 2rcents. 

Person-to-person messages shall be 
approzllnately 25 per cent higher 
than statlon-to-statlon calls. 

Calls which hequlre service of a 
messenger shall take the appointment 
rate, plus cost ot messenger fee. 

A report charge of approximately 
25 per cent, ot tho station-to-atatlon 
rate will be made ou all person-to- 
person calls, when person desired is 
not In or will not talk or If callin' 
party ia out when connection is cor . 
pleted within one hour ^fter fl) 
time. » •.

Paris, January 20— With the Amor- 
lean plan for the League of . Nations 
completed, President Wilson was 
rounding out his program for inter- 
national labor leglaUUon today. 

The praeldentf poaltlon la aald to 
be that no peace Is possible until the 
threat of economlo competition wUeb 
might destroy the aafogoarda of lar 
bor la ended. 

It waa expected he would mako 
•ome public declaration of bis tlewa 
In thIa regard In the two speeohea he 
was to make today. 

The addresseB were to be delivered 
at a luncheon tendered him by the 
French Senate and upon the occasion 
of his attending a aoaaion of the 
Chamber of Deputlea. 

The American program Includes an 
international child labor law, protec- 
tion for women workers, regulation 
of working conditions and an agree- 
ment on the hours of labor to con- 
stitute a unltraml work day. 

In his speeches in Italy the presi- 
dent emphasised the Importance of 
the Influence of labor on world opin- 
ion and made plain that labor must 
be recognised fully in the pake ne- 
gotlatlona. 

The League of Nations plan of the 
Amerioan delegation Is based on care- 
ful study of its own and allied Ideas. 

Allied authorities familiar with the 
plan say It Is the best yet promul- 
gated, it embodies many of the fea 
tures of General Smuts' program and 
includes many of the details of the 
British plan. 

The American plans, it la under 
stood, provides that the present asso- 
ciated powers shall constitute the nu- 
cleus of the league and every free 
nation shal Ihave the right of mem- 
bership. ' 

There Is a provision for arbitration 
with compulsory measures, which 
would prevent the outbreak of war 
pending reports of the arbitrators. 

The memorandum prepared by the 
Amerioan delegatea outllnei^ the pos 
slbiUty of new world thought, action 
and spirit, designed rirtually to pre- 
vent future wars.
